To  the  Citizens  of  Harwich; 

Your  School  Committee  have  come  to  the  end  of  one 
more  year’s  work,  and  beg  leave  to  submit  their  annual  re¬ 
port,  although  we  have  no  important  changes  to  report, 
neither  in  policy  nor  in  the  schools. 

During  the  year  the  School  Board  has  lost  the  efficient 
sevices  of  its  oldest  member  in  point. of  service,  Dr.  John 
P.  Nickerson  resigning  January  1  to  take  up  his  duties  in 
the  legislature. 

At  the  annual  town  meeting  an  appropriation  w^as  grant¬ 
ed  sufficient  to  paint  two  school  houses.  The  selection  was 
determined  by  drawing  by  lot,  and  fell  to  East  Harwich  and 
Harwich  Port.  If  the  same  appropriation  is  granted  this 
year,  which  we  earnestly  recommend,  the  selection  will  be 
determined  in  the  same  manner. 


0 
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The  Agricultural  school  continues  under  the  efficient 
management  of  Mr.  Rose,  with  an  enrollment  sufficient  to 
place  it  on  a  paying  basis.  In  this  year,  which  has  seen  the 
beginning  of  a  great  war  of  which  no  man  can  see  the  end, 
we  have  seen  our  principal'  product — cranberries — sell  at 
ruinous  prices,  while  poultry  and  other  products  were  never 
so  high;  and  it  has  been  brought  home  to  us  clearer  than 
ever  before  that  we  must  diversify  our  products  in  just  the 
way  this  school  is  trying  to  teach. 

The  cost  of  the  Agricultural  school  is  borne  largely  from 
outside  sources,  but  in  our  other  schools,  paid  mostly  by 
town  appropriations,  it  is  an  entirely  different  inatter.  The 
great  question  for  the  School  Committee  and  our  people  to 
decide  is  this:  Considering  the  financial  welfare  of  our 
town  as  well  as  the  welfare  of  the  schools,  under  present 
conditions,  how  far  should  we  allow  our  school  expenditures 
to  increase  ?  It  is  a  cpiestion  for  all  to  decide.

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Superintendent’s  Report

To  the  School  Committee  of  Harwich : 

Gentlemen : — I  herewith  present  for  yonr  consideration 
my  seventh  annual  report,  the  same  being  the  twenty-fourth 
in  a  series  of  such  reports. 


Financial. 

Our  school  expenses  have  materially  increased  during 
the  last  six  years.  This  will  not  seem  strange  if  we  consider 
the  increased  cost  in  all  lines  of  business  operations.  There 
is  a  marked  increase  in  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  individ¬ 
ual,  of  the  family,  of  the  farmer,  of  the  storekeeper,  of  the 
cranberry  grower.  Clothing  is  higher,  foodstuffs  are  higher, 
board  is  higher,  wages  all  along  the  line  have  increased  from 
30%  to  100%. 

In  the  same  way  and  under  the  same  law  there  have 
been  increases  in  many  departments  of  the  school  system. 
The  greatest  increase  has  been  in  teachers  ’  salaries,  although 
the  average  wages  of  our  teachers  are  now  far  below  those 
of  many  Cape  towns.  The  demand  for  normal  trained, 
promising  young  women  teachers  is  much  greater  than  for¬ 
merly,  and  those  wages  must  continue  to  be  higher  if  we  in¬ 
tend  to  compete  favorably  with  school  systems  all  over  the 
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state.  These  conditions  are  not  the  fault  of  the  committee, 
nor  are  they  to  be  blamed  or  criticised  for  it.  It  is  in¬ 
evitable.  The  committee  should  receive  the  hearty  commen¬ 
dation  of  every  citizen  for  the  time  and  consideration  giv^ 
by  them  in  the  successful  management  of  the  schools  and 
of  the  funds  placed  at  their  disposal. 


Some  Facts. 

The  approval  of  our  High  school  Avas  placed  by  law,  at 
the  last  session  of  the  General  Court,  in  the  hands  of  the 
State  Board.  The  State  Board  is  demanding  more  of  us.  To 
meet  State  approval,  larger  quarters  and  more  teachers  are 
re(iuired.  Certification  for  admission  to  Normal  schools  has 
been  Avithheld  l)ecause  of  this. 

Brewster  is  asking  if  Harwich  can  arrange  to  take. 
Brewster  High  school  pupils  into  our  High  school  and  give 
them  good  training.  The  number  from  Brewster,  according 
to  the  BreAvster  superintendent,  Avould  be  generally  from 
eighteen  to  tAventy-five.  Tavo  BreAA^ster  pupils  are  already 
in  attendance  upon  the  Agricultural  school  and  others  are 
much  interested.  The  income  to  IlarAAuch  Avould  be  from 
$900  to  $1,200  per  year  therefrom.  Such  income  Avould  be 
ample  to  provide  extra  teachers  and  all  extra  expense  in 
maintaining  the  enlarged  plant  AAuthout  costing  HarAvich 
anything.  To  adopt  this  plan,  the  present  High  school  build¬ 
ing  must  be  enlarged. 

It  is  granted  that  the  school  system  for  purposes  of 
instruction  should  be  divided  into  tAvo  divisions;  i.  e.,  the 
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first  six  grades  shall  be  known  as  elementary,  and  the  remain¬ 
ing  six  grades  as  secondary.  The  first  six  years  of  school 
takes  the  child  to  12  years  of  age,  or  to  the  adolescent 
period.  From  this  time  on  the  subject  matter  and  material, 
methods  of  instruction,  methods  of  discipline  and  approach 
must  change.  To  accomplish  this,  grades  7  and  8  should  he 
closely  connected  with  the  High  school  and  under  its  admin¬ 
istration,  discipline  and  instruction.  These  grades  might  be 
called  the  Intermediate  school  or  a  Junior  High  school  class, 
when  a  very  important  part  of  their  training  might  become 
industrial  and  vocational. 

In  the  whole  town,  there  are  47  first  grade  children, 
39  second  grade,  43  third  grade,  36  fourth  grade,  32  fifth 
grade,  30  sixth  grade,  27  seventh  grade,  24  eighth  grade. 

If  we  had  consolidation,  the  first  six  grades  could  prob¬ 
ably  be  taught  by  six  teachers.  The  seventh  and  eighth 
could  be  connected  with  the  High  school.  The  High  school 
would  need  then  two  or  three  extra  teachers.  This  applies 
to  complete  consolidation. 


Considerations. 

1.  Shall  we  as  a  town  plan  at  once  for  complete  con¬ 
solidation  of  schools  and  build  a  school  building  for  the' 
accommodation  of  all? 

2.  Shall  we  plan  for  partial  consolidation,  transporting 
all  children  above  the  fourth  grade,  and  build  a  new  High 
school  building  to  accommodate  High  school  pupils  and 
pupils  of  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades? 
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3.  Shall  we  enlarge  the  present  High  school  building 
by  a  two-story  wing  and  basement;  transport  grades  seven 
and  eight  only  for  the  present;  admitting  Brewster  High 
school  pupils;  placing  the  whole  building  under  one  admin¬ 
istration?  The  new  wing  might  well  be  the  South  Harwich 
building  or  a  new  extension,  leaving  the  first  six  grades  to 
be  taught  by  one  teacher  in  the  Port,  East  and  .West  Har¬ 
wich,  where  the  numbers  will  admit  of  it,  and  two  teachers 
in  North  Harwfich. 

4.  Shall  we  continue,  as  we  are  obliged,  to  employ 
fifteen  or  sixteen  teachers  with  salaries  and  repairs  increas¬ 
ing  every  year,  without  any  great  progress  and  results 
making  for  efficiency ;  or  shall  we  adopt  some  plan  that 
Avill  reduce  materially  the  teaching  force,  repairs,  and 
janitors’  wages? 

In  answer,  I  would  support  consideration  No.  3. 

Feeling  that  the  Brooks  Seminary  building  is  fixed  deep 
in  the  hearts  of  all  the  people  of  Harwich,  some  plan  for  its 
preservation  and  enlargement,  continuing  its  life  as  an  edu¬ 
cational  institution,  seems  to  me  to  be  most  economical  and 
most  practical.  In  this  way,  which  would  be  of  compara- 
\tively  small  expense  to  the  town,  the  six  upper  grades  of 
our  school  system  would  be  provided  for  for  many  years. 

I  recommend  that  an  article  be  introduced  into  the 
coming  Town  Warrant  such  as  shall  enable  the  town  to  take 
action  along  lines  which  appeal  to  the  voters. 

Transportation  is  now  already  in  operation  at  East  and 
West  Harwich. 

The  administration  of  the  schools  has  not  been  marked 
by  any  great  changes  or  upheavals.  Instruction  and  results 
have  been  good  generally. 
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We  are  fortunate  in  retaining  so  many  teachers  who 
were  with  us  last  year.  Mr.  Jordan,  Principal  of  the  High 
school,  resigned  to  accept  a  more  attractive  position  after 
having  served  the  town  in  a  most  acceptable  manner  for 
more  than  four  years.  He  is  succeeded  by  Louis  J.  Peltier, 
Clark  College  graduate,  with  two  years’  previous  experience. 
Miss  Minerva  Nickerson  succeeded  Miss  Carter  at  West 
Primary;  Miss  Irene  Hoyt  succeeded  Miss  Stetson  at  the 
Port  Primary.  Miss  Hoyt  resigned  and  has  been  succeeded 
by  Miss  H.  Ruth  Bishop;  Miss  James  resigned  and  was  suc¬ 
ceeded  by  Miss  Helen  M.  Leard;  Miss  Case  was  succeeded 
by  Miss  Madaline  Small,  and  Miss  Witherell  was  succeeded 
by  Miss  Lillian  Lincoln. 

The  Agricultural  Department,  with  several  towms  repre¬ 
sented  during  the  year  in  its  membership,  is  now  occupying 
the  small  building  across  the  ’street  from  the  High  School. 
The  class  now  numbers  thirteen. 

School  lunches  have  been  introduced  by  the  High  School 
Seniors.  All  teachers  at  the  Center  and  East  are  required 
to  remain  during  the  noon  recess  in  charge  of  the  children. 
The  noon  recess  in  these  schools  being  shortened  to  one  half 
hour  and  schools  closing  at  3  P.  M. 

In  the  Cape  Cod  Board  of  Trade  Letter  Contest,  Flora 
Nickerson  won  first  prize  and  Lament  Smith  third  prize  in 
Group  B.  Miss  Asenath  Thompson,  Harwichport,  got  honor¬ 
able  mention  in  Group  C,  and  Miss  Sadie  K.  Larkin  won  first 
in  Group  D. 

In  the  clean  tree  campaign  last  spring,  Harwich  chil¬ 
dren  gathered  about  560,000  nests  of  Brown  Tail  Moth  and 
Tent  Caterpillar. 

In  the  Household  Economics  Club  Mary  Atkins  won  a 
free  week  at  the  State  College. 
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The  school  census  has  been  changed  by  law  into  a  card 
sj^stem.  Every  child  in  town  from  live  to  sixteen  years  of 
age  and  illiterates  over  sixteen,  has  an  individual  life  card 
to  be  kept  up  to  date  through  his  whole  school  life. 

The  home  gardens  of  the  children  were  more  success¬ 
ful  than  usual.  ]\Iany  exhibiting  at  the  Harwich  Fair  won 
prizes.  Interest  in  High  School  baseball  has  been  whole¬ 
some.  The  team  won  the  county  championship  for  the  past 
tAvo  years. 

The  reports  of  the  Principal  of  the  High  School,  the  In¬ 
structor  of  Agriculture,  the  Supervisor  of  Music  and  Draw¬ 
ing,  together  with  the  usual  statistics,  tables  and  other  data 
follow,  to  which  I  direct  your  special  attention. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the

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HIGH  SCHOOL  REPORT. 

To  Mr.  Loring  G.  Williams,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Har¬ 
wich,  Mass. : 

Dear  Sir: — It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  my  first 
annual  report  of  the  High  School. 

The  course  of  study  pursued  this  year  has  been  the  same 
as  adopted  in  1913.  A  course  in  Biology  has  been  introduced 
and  offered  as  an  elective  in  general  science  to  Freshmen 
and  Sophomores.  Such  a  course  without  a  doubt  affords  a 
good  means  of  bringing  the  pupil  in  touch  with  living  mat¬ 
ters  which  bear  so  important  a  relation  to  the  world  about 
us.  It  also  gives  an  excellent  correlative  study  for  students 
interested  in  the  agricultural  department.  A  course  in 
economies  required  of  all  Juniors  and  Seniors  introduces  the 
pupils  to  the  real  live  social  questions  of  the  day  so  vital  to 
the  coming  citizen.  The  continuance  of  first-year  Latin  in 
the  curriculum  has  seemed  justifiable  in  view  of  the  number 
-of  the  incoming  class  requesting  it. 

The  school  meets  the  problem  of  vocational  education 
in  its  course  offered  by  the  Agricultural  department.  Half 
time  is  being  devoted  by  these  pupils  to  regular  High  School 
studies  and  half  to  agricultural  work.  The  Agricultural 
department  has  moved  to  quarters  just  across  the  street 
from  the  High  School,  which  enables  it  to  be  in  touch  with 
the  High  School  proper,  and  also  gives  to  the  school  some 
much  needed  laboratory  space  for  chemistry. 

A  new  and  valuable  card  record  system  of  each  pupil, 
suggested  by  the  Massachusetts  Board  of  Education,  has 
been  adopted  by  the  school.  The  record  shows,  besides  the 
customary  scholarship  grades,  information  concerning  per- 
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sonal  qualities  and  abilities  which  count  in  the  making  of 
a  successful  man  or  woman.  A  record  is  also  kept  of  the 
progress  made  by  the  pupil  after  leaving  school,  thus  afford¬ 
ing  a  means  of  knowing  whether  or  not  the  work  is  meeting 
with  the  success  expected  of  it. 

Another  change,  which  seems  to  me  to  be  for  the  better, 
is  the  simplifying  of  the  marking  or  grading  system.  This 
has  been  done  by  using  four  marks.  A,  B,  C  and  D,  instead 
of  thirteen  as  formerlj''.  The  system  also  gives  more  credit 
to  a  pupil’s  individual  ability  than  a  purely  mathematical 
one  possibly  could. 

The  noon  hour  has  been  shortened  to  half  an  hour,  school 
opening  at  12.30  for  the  afternoon  session  and  closing  at  3 
o'clock.  The  lunch  time  is  also  supervised  by  the  instructors, 
and  a  system  of  hot  lunch  consisting  of  cocoa  and  soup  is 
conducted  by  the  Seniors.  This  is  for  the  benefit  of  all  the 
children  at  the  Center  schools  and  the  profits  made  are  to 
be  used  towards  expenses  of  the  Seniors’  anticipated  Wash¬ 
ington  trip. 

A  new  set  of  encyclopedias,  many  new  text-books,  chem¬ 
ical  supplies  and  apparatus  for  the  laboratory  have  been 
added  to  the  school  to  place  it  on  a  good  working  basis. 

The  present  enrollment  is  52.  All  classes  are  somewhat 
smaller  than  last  year. 

The  co-operation  of  parents  is  a  thing  to  be  desired  in 
all  matters  and  chiefly  in  the  matter  of  ‘‘Home  Study.” 
The  work  of  the  High  School  is  such  that  it  demands  part 
of  each  day’s  work  be  prepared  at  home.  Regularity  in  this, 
together  with  more  regular  attendance  at  school,  are  two 
things  of  importance  which  I  feel  the  parents  can  help  in. 
Thus  the  standard  of  the  school  may  be  raised,  consequently 
the  accomplishment  of  each  individual  pupil. 
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Therefore,  with  these  facts  in  view,  I  solicit  the  hearty 
co-operation  of  all  parents  and  trust  this  year  may  prove 
to  be  most  successful.  «

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REPORT  OF  INSTRUCTOR  OF  AGRICULTURE. 

To  ]\Ir.  L.  G.  Williams,  Superintendent  of  Schools: — 

Sir:  The  following  is  a  record  of  the  work  done  in  the 
Agricultural  Department  of  the  Harwich  High  School  for 
the  year  ending  November  1,  1914.  Ten  pupils  completed 
the  work;  four  others  were  obliged  by  various  causes  to 
withdraw  during  the  year.  The  class  room  work  was  done 
according  to  the  outlines  of  the  State  Board  of  Education 
with  part-time  in  fundamental  principles  of  Agriculture  and 
part  time  in  the  study  of  those  specialized  activities  called 
“projects”  which  are  practiced  at  home.  The  value  of  this 
latter  method  of  instruction  will  be  at  once  apparent.  It  can 
be  adapted  to  the  exact  needs  of  the  pupil.  For  example,  if 
his  conditions  and  inclination  encourage  him  to  grow  beets  as 
a  money  crop,  he  can  spend  all  the  time  he  needs  to  study 
beet-growing  particularized  to  suit  the  very  conditions  of  his 
home  plot.  The  practical  work  of  the  pupils  at  home  which 
is  treated  of  individually  below,  should  be  considered  as 
training  in  the  technics  of  Agriculture.  The  real  worth  of 
this  instruction  may  not  more  fairly  be  estimated  by  the  cash 
profits  from  the  operation  than  may  a  similar  school  course 
in  type-writing  or  carpentry.  It  should  be  noted  also  that 
the  Agriculture  takes  but  half  the  school  periods;  the  other 
part  may  be  spent  in  the  regular  studies.  It  is  believed  that 
the  intellectual  and  moral  training  is  in  no  wise  inferior  to 
that  to  be  had  from  the  other  courses,  classical  or  English. 
These  reports  of  the  pupils  have  some  bearing  on  the  practica¬ 
bility  of  Agricultural  pursuits  in  this  town.  However,  from 
above  considerations,  they  should  not  be  taken  to  show  what 
a  mature  person  can  do  if  hei  devotes  his  whole  time  and 
energy  to  the  business.  This  as  shown  below^  has  been  done 
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by  boys  and  girls  who,  at  the  same  time,  have  been  getting 
an  education  and,  we  may  be  sure,  saving  a  reasonable 
amount  of  time  for  sport. 

Horace  Atkins,  age  18,  took  the  full  High  School  course  ; 
did  his  text  book  and  project  study  Avork  in  Agriculture; 
and,  on  one-eighth  acre  of  garden  and  a  few  hens  made  a  net 
profit  of  $147.73,  paid  himself  for  labor  $23.50,  did  other 
work  amounting  to  $182.60  and  earned  in  the  year  $353.83. 

Horace  Bearse,  age  20,  took  only  the  Agricultural 
studies.  He  used  three-fifths  of  an  acre  for  garden  crops 
and  started  with  twenty-seven  hens.  His  net  profit  was 
$237.62.  His  labor  charge  against  his  projects  Avas  $53.35. 
He  received  from  other  work  $337.06  and  his  total  earnings 
were  $628.03. 

Sidney  Gaboon,  age  seventeen,  spent  half  time  on  regular 
High  School  studies,  did  his  Agriculture  and  on  one-tenth 
acre  and  twenty  hens,  made  $100.84  net,  worked  to  the 
amount  of  $147.40  and  earned  altogether  $248.24. 

Warren  Clark,  age  17,  took  the  full  High  School  course 
with  his  Agriculture  and,  with  nothing  to  start  with,  earned 
$97.36  in  his  garden,  did  other  work  to  the  amount  of  $81.00 
and  totalled  $178.36. 

Elizabeth  Newcombe,  age  15,  walked  nearly  four  miles 
each  day,  did  all  her  school  work,  made  $44.73  from  one- 
eighth  acre  garden  and  earned  for  the  year  $181.83. 

Otto  Nickerson,  age  18,  travelled  nine  miles  per  day  by 
man  power  and  eighteen  miles  by  rail;  did  his  class  room 
studies;  made  $473.01  from  his  garden  and  sixty-five  hens; 
earned  $228.00  in  other  ways;  and  closed  his  account  with 
a  credit  of  $701.01. 

Hillard  Hopkins,  age  15,  came  three  miles  to  school^  did 
the  Agriculture  with  two  other  studies  and,  from  one-fourth 
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acre  garden  and  twenty  hens,  received  $172.39  above  ex¬ 
penses.  He  made  from  other  sources  $19.65  bringing  his 
receipts  to  $192.04. 

Ralph  Lopes,  age  14,  had  two  periods  in  the  Grammar 
School  besides  his  Agriculture  and  one-tenth  acre  garden 
made  $24.13,  did  other  work  for  $59.20  and  at  the  end  of  the 
year  shows  $83.33  to  his  credit. 

Joel  Ramos,  age  14,  passed  in  his  two  Grammar  School 
studies  and  in  Agriculture,’  made  $35.13  from  one-eighth  acre 
garden,  worked  three  hundred  seventy  hours  on  the  farm 
and  earned  for  the  year  $72.18. 

Ralph  Williams,  age  16,  carried  two  High  School  studies 
with  his  Agriculture ;  received  net  from  his  hens  and  garden 
$611.98,  from  all  other  work  $177.00  and  for  the  year  $788.98. 

Total  earnings  of  all  pupils  on  projects,  $2,036.08. 

Total  earned  from  all  sources,  $3,427.84. 


COMMUNITY  SERVICE. 

We  are  pleased  to  announce  that  we  have  secured  for 
this  community  the  advantages  attendant  on  our  appoint¬ 
ment  Collaborator  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture.  Aside 
from  many  privileges^  postal  and  advisory,  this  affords  an 
opportunity  for  advertising  which  is  nation  wide.  Weekly 
*  and  monthly  reports  are  sent  to  Washington. 

The  work  among  the  mature  farmers  this  year  has  been 
particularly  gratifying.  We  have  visited  and  conferred  with 
more  than  one  hundred  farmers  in  this  and  surrounding 
towns.  Our  suggestions  have  been  well  received  and  gen- 
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erally  put  into  practice.  For  poultry-keeping  we  have  the 
most  favorable  place  in  New  England.  We  hope  to  see  the 
lower  Cape  transformed  into  one  large  poultry  farm.  Sell 
products  by  parcel  post. 

We  are  assured  of  several  installations  of  garden  irri¬ 
gation  this  coming  season.  The  low  prices  for  our  cran¬ 
berries  while  disastrous  this  year,  w'ill  result  to  the  ultimate 
advantage  of  those  who,  with  faith  in  the  business,  are  not 
remiss  in  the  care  of  their  bogs.  We  have  interested  several 
in  the  construction  of  silos.  With  the  silo  the  Cape  may  well 
compete  with  other  sections  in  the  products  of  the  dairy. 
The  growing  of  alfalfa  or  native  clovers  will  result  in  more 
stock  and  increased  fertility  of  the  land. 

As  heretofore,  such  assistance  as  we  can  give  on  any 
subject  is  offered  to  anybody  at  any  time  without  charge.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR  OF  MUSIC. 

Mr.  Loring  G.  Williams,  Superintendent  of  the  Public  Schools 

of  the  Towns  of  Eastham,  Orleans,  Chatham,  and  Har¬ 
wich  : 

Following  is  the  annual  report  on  the  public  school 
music  of  this  district  for  the  year  1914. 

Lart  year  I  outlined  briefly  our  course  of  study.  This 
course  we  are  still  following  with  such  small  changes  as  are 
found  necessary  to  meet  the  various  conditions  existing  in 
different  sections  of  the  district. 

In  nearly  all  of  the  schools,  the  work  in  music  meets  the 
standard  requirements,  and  in  many  places  the  entire  work 
is  excellent.  In  those  cases  where  some  part  of  the  work  is 
below  standard,  special  exercises  or  drills  are  given  until 
the  weak  spot  has  been  strengthened. 

All  of  the  primary  schools  have  been  singing  well,  with 
light,  soft  voices,  and  good  work  has  been  done  with  the 
monotones.  The  beginning  work  in  ear  training  and  nota¬ 
tion  has  been  very  satisfactory. 

The  intermediate  grades  have,  as  a  whole,  shown  a 
marked  improvement  over  former  years  both  in  concert  and 
in  individual  singing. 

In  the  grammar  schools  steady  progress  has  been  made 
in  the  quality  of  the  singing,  in  song  interpretation,  and  in 
the  study  of  theory.  Nearly  all  schools  are  doing  very  good 
part  singing  and  several  are  executing  three  part  songs  and 
exercises. 

The  High  School  choruses  are  in  good  condition,  making 
the  outlook  for  the  coming  year  very  promising. 

The  success  of  the  music  has  depended  in  a  large  meas¬ 
ure  upon  the  efforts  of  the  regular  teachers,  therefore  it

is  greatly  to  their  credit  that  the  year’s  course  has  been  so 
efficient.  I  should  like  to  thank  them  all  for  their  splendid 
help  and  their  unfailing  willingness  to  carry  out  my  plans.

Schools  of  the  Towns  of  Eastham,  Orleans,  Chatham 

and  Harwich : 

Following  is  the  annual  report  on  the  public  school 
drawing  of  this  district  for  the  year  1914. 

The  January  object  drawing  was  carried  out  successfully 
in  the  primary  schools  by  means  of  Christmas  to3^s.  In  the 
upper  grades  a  bed  in  a  room  proved  a  fascinating  problem 
in  perspective.  A  winter  landscape  interested  the  primary 
children  in  Februaiw,  the  results  being  ever^^where  good. 
Then  came  the  illustrative  object  drawing  in  the  primary 
and  intermediate  schools^  a  continuation  of  perspective  in 
the  grammar  schools,  and  valentines  in  all. 

.In  March  the  action  figures  came  running  and  jumping 
into  existence  under  the  little  hands  of  the  primary  children, 
and  pose  drawings  and  birds  followed.  The  grammar  grades 
studied  color  terms  and  made  landscapes  using  complemen- 
tarv  color  schemes.  Easter  cards  were  made  also. 

In  April  we  drew  flowers  and  plants,  later  making- 
borders  and  rosettes  based  upon  plant  forms.  We  applied 
these  designs  the  following  month. 

October  brought  simple  grasses  and  the  six  standard 
colors  for  the  beginners ;  leaves,  flowers,  and  three  values  of 
a  color  for' the  intermediate  children;  and  flowers,  fruit  and 
leaves,  and  color  study  to  the  upper  grades. 

Fall  fruits  and  vegetables  and  a  November  landscape, 
with  studies  of  leaves  and  leaf  spraj^s  in  the  grammar  grades, 
occupied  November. 

During  December  all  the  children  were  busy  with  Christ¬ 
mas  presents,  paper  pockets  for  candy,  doilies  with  borders 
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worked  in  running  stitch,  bags  with  cross  stitch  designs, 
leather  purses,  calendars,  etc. 

The  spirit  in  all  schools  throughout  the  year  has  been 
excellent,  the  work  as  a  whole  has  been  efficient,  and,  making 
due  allowance  for  various  disadvantages,  the  results  have 
been  very  satisfactory.  I  wish  to  thank  the  teachers  for 
their  hearty  co-operation  and  splendid  support.
